and which at their main cross roads 
Is certainly very dangerous. 
They certainly 
could have 
..found 
some other way, for they would only 
fhave to impose one or two fines to 
break the whole trouble up, just as 
they have done here in the city of 
Chicago, 
in one week, where 
there 
are 
something 
like 50,000 
automo- 
biles, and it is now a 
rare occur- 
rence for anyone to be arrested 
for 
fast driving. 
I have 
in 
mind 
a pretty 
suburb 
just out of Chicago, 
which 
a few 
years ago had all its crossings raised 
about eight 
inches. 
It gave 
the 
town such a bad name, and all 
the 
motorists took 
ains to call attention 
to its disadvantages 
and 
neglected 
to mention its advantages, that 
the 
growth 
of this place was greatly 
re- 
stricted, as compared 
with the 
sub- 
urbs on either side of it. 
After five years of this experience, 
the town authorities were importuned 
by the property owners 
to 
correct 
this nuisance, 
which they have done. 
The Port 
Orange 
people 
will cer

bbliged to climb these small

It certainly seems 
a hardship that 
the many careful drivers who

reckless drivers who violate the law. 
In this connection 
I feel implic 
. that tfter two winters automo-- i
